Mr. Roosevelt said that for several 
months he had been discussing with 
federal and private utility officials 
the question of how to use power from 
the TVA, the Bonneville Dam and 
other PWA projects. 

He added that these informal talks 
had indicated a remarkable degree of 
agreement that this objectiye could 
hest be attained by co-operative pool- 
ing of power facilities in each re 
gion. 

He spoke of including not only fa- 
cilities of federal and privately own- 
ed power projects but also of munici- 
pal plants, with members of the pool 
controlling jointly used networks of 
existing transmission lines. 

Mentioning the joint use of trans- 
mission lines and exchange of power 
under contract between TVA and pri- 
vate utilities and of the southeast, Mr. 
Roosevelt remarked that the govern- 
ment was not without experience in 
the advantages and difficulties of such 
a plan.

Pictures Era of 


Dr. H. M. ” Bulleck Covers 
Every Phase of College’s 
Past. 


In the first coinplete “History of 
Emory University,” published yester- 
day as a forerunner to the university's 
centennial celebration in December, 
Dr. Henry M. Bullock, of the class 
of 1924, has pictured in detail Emory's 
century of service and progress. 

’r. Bullock began this work as a 
doctoral dissertation at Yale Uni- 
versity aml brought it to completion 
at the request of the president and 
board of trustees of Emory. At pres- 
ent, the author is a member of the 
faculty of Millsaps College, at Jack- 
son, Miss. 

Dr. Bulloek’s quest for Emory facts 
'led him “from ante-bellum garrets anid 
war cemeteries to skyscrapers and 
church cellars.” In the first 12 chap- 
ters he relates the story of old Emory 
College at Oxford, Ga., founded in 
1836, and in the remainder of the 
book he brings the Story dlown to the 
centennial celebration of 1936, 

In Six Periods. 

To quote the author's preface: “The 
history rather naturally divides itself 
into six periods.

“Except myself,” Mr. Howard con- 
tinues, “I have never known or heard 
‘of anyone in either army who ia en- 
titled to a pension and has never 
drawn it, and did that pension of $60 
annually amount to thousands of dol- 
‘lars I would still dedicate it to the 
'deathless love and sweet memories of 
ithe righteous cause for which dear 
‘old Dixie heroically fought and glori- 
‘ously died.”

A Way of Life. 

One of the most familiar, and to me 
most distasteful expressions ¢eoncern- 
ing religion, is, “we are all trying to 
get to the same place.” It expresses 
|a_very popular conception of religion. 
Heaven is a place where we will get 
everything we want, and escape ev- 
erything we don't want. Religion is 
the road we must travel to get there. 
It is a means to an end. It is usually 
considered a very somber and hard 
road, but at the end you will be paid 
for your suffering and sacrifice with 
something totally different from the 
experiences on the journey. 

Nothing could be more at variance 
with the teachings of Jesus. Christian- 
ity is not a means to an end, but an 
end within itself. It is a way of life, 
and Jesus called it “an abundant life.” 
It is the fullest and richest life here, 
and hereafter. This does not mean 
for a moment that a Christian is ex- 
empt from hardships and suffering, 
but he is equipped to meet them with 
‘courage and hope.

Qne of Best Crops. 

Wool means sheep and, according 
to Commissioner Cravey, sheep are 
one of the easiest and most profitable 
eash crops that can be produced in 
state. Every section of Georgia, 
says, with the exception of the 
Mountainous region, 1s suitable to 
eheep production. 

(;etting back to his native heath, 
Telfair county, Mr. Cravey says that 
today, in far as he knows, there 
are only three farmers in the section 
raising sheep.

Frightened Easily. 

The commissioner went on to point 
ont that sheep are frightened 
and that in many cases they may die 
of fright.

the uninjured anima! from fright. 

“When eonsiders the economic 
worth of the commissioner 
pointed out, “he has only to consider 
the price of lamb chops. Young lambs 
bringing from $6 to $9 apiece and a 
ewe nay produce AS MANY AS rhree te 
five lambs a year, if she is properly 
eared for, The grown stock produce 
from four or more pounds of wool a 
year and this cash wool erop is worth 
from $1.50 up per head.” 

Maintenance Law. 

The cost of maintenance is extreme. 
ly low, the commissioner points out. 
The animals feed on weeds, lespedeza 
and wild grasses in their tender stages. 
They are also fond of corn and peas 
Which may be given in addition to the 
forage feeds. 

Lnder average conditions, 
Missioner savs, three sheep 
pastured to the acre of land. 

Sheep, other livestock, the 
commissioner pointed out, are not sub- 
ject to disease. There is no toll like 
that suffered by raisers of cattle and 
hogs 

“There are only two hazards,” says 
the commissioner. “The first is stray | 
dogs. ‘he other is proper care at clip- | 
ping If there should be a suid- 
den change in weather at clipping time 
the clipped animals should be shel 
tered. (Otherwise, and for the rest of 
hhe year, they are admirably protect 
~! by nature and can make out with 
« any of shelter, 

Another thing that should be point- 
isa correction of the erroneous 
impression that sheep are destructive 
hke goats. This is not s0. On a 
range suitable size, the pasturing 
of sheep does much to increase the 
vitality and productivity of the aoil. 
The floek does not denude the land 
AaB the case in the pasturing of 
geats.”’ 

“Sheep.” the commissioner eonelud 
eI, “have been neglected like many 
of Georgia's other resources. Protect 
ed from their enemyv—doge—and given 
a fair chance to take care of tham 
selves, they will take care of many a 
farmer Georgia.”

I saw many a field 
where two more plowings would have 
more than doubled the yield. 

(in coming home I stopped over in 
Griffin, Ga., and went out to spend 
the night with one of Pike county's 
best farmers, J. H. Shackleford. 
had a wonderful object lesson in his 
corn crop. His eorn got 
foot high and twisted up until it seem- 
ed dead. There didn’t seem to be any 
chance to make any corn. He had 
bought a supply of nitrate of soda 
with which-to give his corn a good 
side dressing, and he made the ap- 
plication. In a few days the long de- 
layed showers came. The corn turned 
green and began to grow. When I was 
there it was simply a magnificent field 
of corn. It did my eves good to see 
the luxuriant stalks and shoots that 
gave promise of a splendid yield of 
corn, 

Here was a fine example of what 
good judgment—the possession = of 
means and the willingness to take the 
risk, could accomplish. Nitrate of 
soda is a wonderful agency in the 
hands of a good farmer. It 
turned a failure into a good corn crop 
for J. H. Shackleford.

The Bridge Structure. 

The front view, the side view and 
the top view of the bridge structure 
are sketched.

Masts Are Realistic. 

The masts are thin, round sticks 
3 1-4 inches long. They are given a 
realtistic appearance by gluing thin 
side braces to them for a tripod ef.- 
fect. The rear mast supports a com- 
bination crow s nest and signal station, 
with a clock-like decoration as sketched 
in K. Pins are used for flag etaffs 
and for the anchor hoist. 

Paint the mode! battleship gray, 
outlining the port holes; the bridge 
details and the small cannon in black 
enamel. Use quick drying enamel and 
paint with two or three coats to pro- 
duce a high gloss.

Body A Furnace 
Burning Up Fuel 
Supplied in Food 


Our bodis are like furnaces that 
need to be stoked with food econstant- 
lyv—and when we fail to nourish the 
“fire’’ which burns within, we suffer 
for the neglect. For some days and | 
even months we can live on the re- | 
serves we have stored in times 
abundance—but when these are ex- 
hausted we starve. 

Of course, the fire which 
within us isn’t a blazing hot one. It 
however, an ordinary process 
slow burning which uses food and 
drink for fuel, instead of wood or coal. 
The food changes and combines with 
the oxygen we breathe, and the heat 
that is given off in the combination 
gives us the energy to move abont and 


is. 


|keep our bodies warm. 


For that reason it 
easier to go hungry in warm countries 
than in cool: where we need food to 
keep warm; and in bed, than moving 
about, when we need extra food for 
the energy we use. 

Hunger Is a Warning. 

When we stop taking extra food 
and drink into our bodies, we are 
warning by a feeling of hunger and 
thirst that the reserves are being 
burned up. We feel the thirst even be- 
tore the hunger, because our bodies or- 
dinarily use up over six pounds of 
water every day. Somewhat more slow- 
ly, but sure, the solid resources of the 
body are nsed up by the oxygen also. 

First the fatty material, which was 
stored when we ate more than neces- 
sary. is combined with oxygen. Next 
the tissues and muscles try to sare 
the vital organs. And at last the vital 
organs themselves are gradually gnaw- 
ed bv the oxygen. In the end, even 
the brain. heart and lungs become fuel 
for the fire—and we die. 

The burning process in the body is 
simply the combination of parte of the 
body with the oxygen, exactly as the 
burning of anything else is the combi- 
nation of the material with the ory- 
gen. 

The food we eat constantly renews 
the parts of the body which are so 
unceasingly combining with the oxy- 
gen we breathe. Therefore the hea!thi- 
est foods are those which are the hest 
body builders—those which contain 
the substances that build muscle, bone,

T WAS hardly to be expected, 

. 1 suppose, that such a drastic 

departure from orthodoxy as 
the new asking bids would be ac- 
ceptable to every member of the old 
guard. These venerables have 
fought every innovation in auction 
and contract with tooth and nail— 
well nail, anyway. The four-five no 
trump comvention, cue bids of vary- 
ing description—even the takeout, 
or informatory double, now stand- 
ard in every part of the world—all 
evoked their re-puerile fury. 

Fortunately millions of bridge 
players considered that the primary 
object of bidding was to reach the 
current contract through any legiti- 
mate means, and did not pay a 
great deal of attention to oracular 
croaking from men whose, only 
claim to bridge fame was the num- 
ber of service stripes they wore. 
Thus new ideas have suffered no 
permanent blight from their oppo- 
sition. 

I was quite prepared for criticism 
of the asking bids from certain quar- 
ters, but since I was equally sure 
that the vast contract public is al- 
ways receptive enough at least to 
try out new theories that may have 
merit, I could hardly let my affec- 
tion fer the solons dominate my 
desire to contribute to the game 
itself. 


As a matter of fact the said criti- 
cism has come from abroad rather 
than at home. A very satisfying 
proportion of American contract 
players, having tried the bids and 
found them very heipful, have in- 
cluded them in their repertories. 
But the English, or rather, I should 
say, the contract authorities in Eng. 
land, are made of sterner stuff! 
Are they mice, to accept some fancy 
new theory on slam bidding—espe- 
cially when it has come from Amer- 
ica? A thousand times no! Which 
may account in part for the fact 
that English contract teams, with 
true British tenacity, are still try- 
ing to win their first international 
victory. 

The quality of English expert criti- 
cism is best exemplified in a recent 
article in one of their contract mag- 
azines. The author made the fol- 
lowing brilliant analysis: 

“Here is another example of how 
this asking bid betrays the weak 
points to the defense. North-South 
vulnerable; South deals.

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“Here is the actual calling by 
those using the asking bids: 


South West North Fast 
1 heart Pass 1 spade Pass

“South's assumption that spades 
is the agreed suit, although North 
has bid ‘one’ only, shows very 
strong spades.

When North did 
not get out three rounds of trumps 
at omce he went down two tricks by 
allowing West to make the ace of 
diamonds and East to make a ruff 
as well as a club. North is down 
one no matter what he does.

“Neither partner can go any fur 
ther. It is a game hand against 
any defense. Charge up a vuiner 
able rubber, 620 plus the loss of one 
down, vulnerable: total 720.”

To begin with the slam contract is 
manifestly correct, and one that 
should be bid if North and South 
were allowed to look at each other's 
ecards. A reasonably good adverse 
lay of cards would make it an odds- 
on chance.

Of course, a difference 
of 2,150 points may not be worth 
quibbling about—but I felt I ought 
to mention it. Just incidentally, it 
would give me a great deal of pleas- 
ure to lay out the North-South cards 
“as is,” and shuffle and deal, time 
and again, the remaining 26 to East 
and West, always playing for a six 
spade contract. I am not averse to 
this being accepted as a challenge. 
I will even let the critic conduct the 
defense. 

When I propounded the asking 
bids, I had no thought that I was 
providing a panacea for all slam 
bidding difficulties. I did think that 
they would be invaluable on a large 
percentage of slam range hands. 
Now I am sure of it! 

There is something very sad and 
very significant in the rantings of 
certain English contract authorities 
against “American influences.” 
When such balderdash as the fol- 
lowing comes from the pen of an- 
other contributor to the same Eng- 
lish magazine a less tolerant com- 
mentator than myseif might be ied 
to murmur, “Can this be a jealousy 
psychosis?” 

I quote: “I quite expected dis- 
agreement (to a previous article) 
by rapid ‘approachers’—this school 
desires every bid of ‘one’ to be kept 
open on the ‘smell of an oilrag.’

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COUTMASTER Newell Sher- 
man, a towering, powerfully 
built young man who sang in 


the choir at the First Congrega-- 


tional Church of Sutton, MAss., had 
never done anything wrong in his 
life, and he probably didn't intend 
anything wrong when he started 
driving 17-year-old Esther Magill to 
and from their work in the Whitin 
machine factory at Whitinville. But 
unfortunately for him, he fell in 
love with her, and because of this 
he was impelled to commit a very 
grave wrong indeed. 

He and Esther first became ac- 
quainted in 1933, when she began 
to work in the Whitin plant, where 
the 220-pound choir singer was em- 
ployed as a tool-maker, Sherman, 
a native of Sutton, was the son of 
Constable Louis Sherman, veteran 
police officer who owned consider- 
able land in the region of Lake Sin- 
gletary, near Sutton.

If anyone referred to Carole 
Lombard as a “First Lady,” she would 
probably appear on the set the next day 
with a lorgnet; the impulse to turn the 
Situation into a gag would be irresistible.

This trait, I think, explains Norma 
Shearer and is the basis of her extended 
success—from “He Who Gets Slapped” 
(one of Lon Chaney’s great pictures) 
through “Romeo and Juiiet.” It is, of 
course, not uncommon to hear that 
Norma Shearer’s success is based on the 
fact that she is married to one of the 
most powerful figures in the picture in- 
dustry. And very possibly she might not 
have climbed so high nor stayed at the 
top so long without this factor. 

But Irving Thalberg is a_ shrewd 
young man. He could offer opportunity 
on a golden platter, but 1 doubt very 
much that he would continue to serve 
success to anybody, his wife included, 
who could not handle it. He is not going 
to have his head knocked off with a 
ledger full of red ink. When he spends 
a million dollars or so on a picture, it’s 
fairly certain that the star will have to 
deserve such opulence. 


He must think Miss Shearer deserves 


You can and you will. You want to 
talk to Miss Shearer anyway, and the 
fact that she has recently finished 
“Romeo and Juliet” makes her timely 
copy. So you agree to 2 o'clock. 

Then there is some discussion of what 
you and Miss Shearer are going to talk 
about. This is unusual. Most picture 
players will say, at the start of an in- 
terview: “Got anything in particular in 
mind?” If you haven't, you talk until 
something pops up that will make a 
story. 

If the player is smart, he sees that 
something pops up; if he isn't smart, he 
can't help himself. 

But here was Norma Shearer wanting 
to know a day ahead what she was to 
talk about. The reason is simple. Norma 
Shearer 1s a serious person. She takes 
interviews seriously, just as she takes a 
picture seriously. When she is getting 
ready to go into a picture, she prepares 
carefully. So it is with an interview. 


SHE gives the im- 
pression of a school girl who is detcr- 
mined to get good marks. There may be

If “Lights 
Out” had only stayed a song title, all 
wou'd have been well. Instead, the studio 
lights actually did go out during a broad- 
cast, and then it was a case of plain 
sweating agony until they came on again. 

Leading his men in a very difficult con- 
certo, Erno Rapee was in the middle of 
the composition when all the lights in 
the studio were doused. Rapee breathed 
a prayer, folded his arms, and left it up 
to his men. There was nothing else he 
coved do, since they couldn’t see his 
direction. The last half of the concerto 
was played in total darkness. But so 
well was the orchestra rehearsed that 
each man knew his part well and there 
wasnt the siightest slip-up. As tar as 
the tuner-in could tell, everything was as 
it should have becn. The ability of the 
musicians had saved the day. 

Lights also went out accidentally once 
during the broadcasting of the Crime 
Clues program. But one of the actors 
had the presence of mind to pull out his

tial manner read his lines into the mike’s 
waiting ear. He didn’t know that in re- 
hearsals there is a “speak-back” attach- 
ment to the microphone so that the pro- 
gram director and the engineer in the 
control room can give instructions to the 
performer without leaving their booth.

be kept from going out over the air. 
When that is the case, they are covered 
up in ihe best way possible and every 
attempt is made to turn an embarrassing 
situation into a laugh. 

Thus, when Ozzie Nelson once lifted 
his baton to begin the accompaniment to 
Harriet Hilliard’s song, a large, heavy 
cigaret case slipped out of his pocket and 
fell to the floor with a resounding “bang.” 
No mistake about it, that sound went 
out over the air. Quickly Ozzie turned to 
the mike and said, “Boy, set ’em up in the 
other alley!” That made it seem as if 
the bang was a planned sound effect to 
introduce his wife’s vocal number. It 
got a big laugh from the studio audience 
and only those connected with the pro- 
gram really knew how unforeseen the big 
noise was. 

While a well-known news commentator 
was airing his views, the page from which 
he was reading slipped out of his hand.

To the average follower of radio and 
screen there might seem to be arguments 
on both sides, particularly on the Holly- 
wood side. 

The motion picture stars have Holly- 
wood for a working center in which they 
really do the major part of their work, 
and if they are wanted for guest appear- 
ances on the radio, as they often are 
these days, it’s very simple. They just 
drive around the corner to the local 
studios and stand up before the mike. 

It certainly looks as if the movie folks 
were eating their cake and having it, too. 

Listen to what Fibber and Molly 
McGee, the shrewd Irish funsters, have 
to say about that. They were rehearsing 
their show: with Ted Weems and his 
boys.

homebodies,” Fibber said emphatically. 
“When you're in radio the best things in 
life are yours for the choosing. You can 
work out a normal, regular life and fill 
it with exactly the things you want and 
have time to raise a family and enjoy 
them too. 


“In Hollywood, it seems as if two 
people no sooner get married, especially 
if they are at all well known, than the 
studios separate them. If they have 
been teamed together in several popular 


pictures, immediately the studio figures 
the public won’t be thrilled by their love 
scenes if they know they are married to 
each other. 

“Right away tongues begin to wag, 
speculating on a ‘clash of temperaments,’ 
ending with the kindly observation, ‘Well, 
the honeymoon is over, now.’” 

“We won’t let them separate us,” Molly 
took up the story. “They’ve tried, plenty 
of times, but neither one of us ever 
wanted tu do a single or to try to work 
with anyone else. We've always been a 
team. We've always worked together 
and we always will. That’s our strength 
and our stock in trade. We've refused 
some fine-sounding offers in order to 
stick together.” 

It’s true. Only a few days ago they 
were called into the office of the Chicago 
program manager for NBC and they 
had it up and down and crossways be- 
cause they maintained, as they always 
had, that they were a team and they 
wouldn’t be torn apart. 

An important person was on the wire, 
waiting to get the program manager's 
word as to whether one would work 
without the other. 

Marian and Jim Jordan (those are 
their real names) just sat there. and 
barely winked at each other. They knew 
they wouldn’t ever do it. Because radio, 
which runs on a split-second schedule, 
has made it possible for the Jordans to 
lead lives as regular as that of any 
business-man husband and domestic 
housewife. And they will not trade that 
for anything in the world. 


R ADIO, which de- 


mands of them just so many hours at 
stipulated times on Monday, Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday, has enabled them to 
plan the personal side of their lives with 
the same accuracy. 

They can be parents. There are twelve- 
year-old Jimmie and _ fifteen-year-old 
Katherine. 

They can be people. They live in a 
“neighvorhood,” not a fashionable high- 
rent district accented with chauffeur- 
driven town cars and housemaids walking 
braces of Sealyhams. 

They can pick their own friends. They 
don’t have to follow the Hollywood pat- 
tern, with fear, trembling and boredom.

amusements we like, and don’t have to 
keep up appearances for anybody,” 
Marian summed it all up. 

“That’s right,” Jim said. “Why, last 
summer, I wanted to get her a new dia- 
mond wedding ring for our anniversary; 
I thought she’d be crazy about it and 
enjoy showing it to her friends as a token 
her old man didn’t forget, or something! 


“And, by gosh, do you know what she 
said? She _ said: ‘Jim, this is lovely 
and you're a darling, but 1 think I'd 
rather keep the one I have. Imagine 
any woman turning down a thing like 
that!” 

“It’s never been off since Jim put it 
on,” she said. “It’s sacred to me, some- 
how. I’m actually superstitious about it 
now. I'd have qualms about replacing 
it or ever parting with it.” 

When I thought of Hollywood’s four- 


karat emeralds and goose-egg diamonds, 
I chalked up ancther point on the men- 
tal scoreboard proving that radio does 
not foster delusions of grandeur, but lets 
its people stay and be what they truly 
are. 

Grandeur roles may be all right in the 
flickers, but they don’t go over on the air. 
Somehow, there isn’t any fun in listening 
to some extraordinary super-magnificent 
man or woman on the air, Jim insists. 

He believes it’s a fact that the great 
stars of radio are those who bring the 
laughter and the everyday humanities 
closest to those who hear them, whether 
they are musicians, actors or singers. 

In radio, you know it’s the listeners 
Opinions that count. And they always 
held their thumbs up for the two Jordans! 
They didn’t have to court and cater to 
anyone. It isn’t in them to do it, any- 
how. : 


“One of the things Jim most enjoys is 
talking to other men about their work 
and its requirements,” Marian said. “We 
both make it a point to get away from 
the radio field for a large share of our 
friendships. It does us both so much 
good and makes us realize how much 
there is outside our personal world. 

“We couldn’t stand it to talk nothing 
but scripts, laughs, contracts, rehearsals 
and what-not all the time, as they do in 
Hollywood.” 

Marian and Jim feel that with a broader 
circle of friendships, the tension that in- 
evitably surrounds professional work, 
even in radio, drops away, and neither of 
them has ever been swept by the brain- 
fag of hysteria that is responsible for 
starting the bitter feuds that lead to 
separation and statements to the press: 
“We're still the best of friends,” a la 
Hollywood. 


A NOTHER reason 


advanced by Hollywood stars for their 
marital disagreements and discords is 
that husband and wife should not be in 
the same work, with the resultant puffed 
egos and inability to take an interest in 
each other’s careers. Two careers under 
one roof must end in a magnificent crash, 
the belief has grown. 

Well, with Marian and Jim it works 
just the other way. They went into 
vaudeville together when they were first 
married and the only time in those 18 
years they have ever been unhappy was 
when Jim tried to give up show business 
and settle down in a straight business job 


while Marian stayed home and took care 
of the children. 

“We're a team in our work and in our 
marriage,” Jim declared. “We just work 
better together than with anyone else and 
there has never been a question of our 
getting on each other's nerves or seeing 
too much of each other through working 
together and living together 24 hours a 
day. 

“They try to tell us we are exceptions, 
but I think a lot of people would make a 
greater success of their marriages if they 
were just willing to take more from each 
other as well as to give more. You can't 
always be right.” 

“One thing, being a team in our work, 
neither one has progressed faster than 
the other,” Marian pointed out. 

They do their allotted hours of work at 
the studios and are free to go home. They 
don’t go out on location for weeks or 
months at a stretch, in close proximity 
with some attractive man or wcman, 
away trom the steady, normal surround- 
ings of home. No working iar into night 
or early morning, wondering meanwhile 
what the other partner is doing. They 
don’t have to guess, because their lives 
give them the comfort of surety. 

“Another thing. when Katherine is 20. 
Jim and I will still be under 45.” Marian 
computed. “We'll still be able to keep 
up with her and Jimmie as we do now 
without their or our feeling that we are 
too old to understand them or do things 
with them. We're a tight family-corpora- 
tion, if there ever was one.”

is always spent with Katherine and Jim- 
mie. They don’t get together with an- 
other family while the adults have their 
fun and the children theirs. No, indeed, 
the four Jordans enjoy each other. and 
Sunday night supper, usually eaten at 
home, is a rigorously observed affair.

“T) OLLY up 
to a close- 


up of girl in man’s arms. Prolonged 
kiss. Fade-out.” 
So ends the script. So ends the shoot- 


ing. The cameras get their blankets put 
on, the actors turn in their wardrobes to 
the studio costume department and an- 
other picture is completed. Or is it? 

As a matter of fact, the real work has 
just started: the work in assembling the 
scenes so that they run smoothly and 
hold the audience’s attention. When you 
sit through a movie that jerks along, sud- 
denly switches with maddening abrupt- 
ness from one episode to another, don’t 
blame the director or the star necessarily. 
In all probability, the cutter is the one at 
fault—the man whose job it is to make 
the picture a well told, well balanced 
story. 

The cast and the director provide the 
action, the plot, the words. But it’s up 
to the man who cuts the film to shape 
it into a fast moving tale—and there's 
many a slip between a cutter’s shears and 
boxoffice success! 


As A RULE, the 


film editor works side by side with the 
director all through the actual shooting. 
In that way he’s familiar with the best 
takes. 

Supposing you had dropped over to 
Warner Bros. Studio, for example, to 
study the process of making movies while 
Joe E. Brown was at work on “Polo 
Joe.” There’s much more to it than 
meets the eye. 

To illustrate, you know that funny 
blank expression Joe can get? “It isn’t 
the result of trick makeup but of direct, 
flat lighting. There are seldom any high- 
lights or shadows on the Brown coun- 
tenance. He likes just the opposite of 
what most stars like. 

Joan Crawford, for instance, requires 
many lighting effects to accent her eyes, 
her chin line, and to emphasize her high 
cheek bones. But Joe prefers the full 
glow of the lamps, positive and un- 
dimmed. All of which makes it easier 
for the cameraman, 

As the days go on, the cutter or film 
editor—his official title—lines up all the 
scenes, numbered in accordance with the 
script of the play. For example, scene 
A404 may call for Joe to dash out of a 
burning building, holding one hand to 
him in anguish, and crying: “I only meant 
to roast peanuts!” All very well, but 
when the film editor gets hold of that 
shot, Joe may be saying as he rushes 
frantically from the building, “Sweet- 
heart, I lov-ah you.” 

The sound track, you see, frequently 
fails to synchronize with the action. 
Twentieth Century-Fox is the only studio 
that shoots its sound track on the film. 
The others record theirs separately and 
match them to the film later. 


Tuat is one of 


the cutter’s jobs. He sits atop a stool 
and runs the picture through his “movie- 
ola,” a funny little instrument that en- 
larges but doesn’t project the scenes and 
does project the sound. That way he 
can tell if everything is co-ordinating 
nicely. Occasionally he comes across a 
silent shot, always indicated on the film 
itself. 

Then he knows he has to go out and 
secure a “wild track.” That is an inci- 
dental sound that can be dubbed in in 
place of dialog. He betakes himself to 
the studio’s library of sound—every self- 
respecting studio has one — where 
whistles and dog barks and the creaks 
of cold houses are all duly filed away on 
meat strips of film. 

Sometimes as many as six sounds are 
placed on top of one another for a single 


shot. The cutter may pick out the babble 
of voices, a policeman’s whistle, the 
shriek of brakes, a npewsboy’s yell, and 
use as a background/ for all of it a tune 
that suits his fancy.’ 


The sound engineers, too, get busy. 
Very often they are at their wit’s end to 
know how to simulate a noise that isn’t 
already in the library. Certain noises do 
not record naturally. Eggs frying in a 
pan sound like the splutter of firecrackers 
over the microphone. So cellophane 
paper has to be crinkled gently directly 
under the mike to get the right effect. 


Bur it’s when the 
director calls his final “Cut!” and the 
cast disperses that the true fun begins. 

Then the cutter starts work in earnest. 
He has all these day-by-day scenes as- 
sembled. The film is invariably much 
longer in that rough form than when it’s 
released. And oddly enough, the cutting 
takes longer than the actual making of 
a movie. 


Frank Capra spent six weeks in shoot- 
ing “Mr. Deeds Goés to Town” with 
Gary Cooper and Jean Arthur. It took 
him and his film editor nine weeks to 
complete the cutting of it. Reducing 
200,000 feet of negative to 12,000 feet of 
film is no simple task. 

To the uninitiated that seems a terrific 
waste of money. But the studios have 
learned through sad experience that it is 
easier and far less expensive to take much 
more footage than is required than to re- 
assemble the cast and build the sets again 
after the picture has been completed. 
Film itself is the least expensive item 
about picture making. And additional 
scenes seem always to be needed. 

An average comedy sequence runs 10 
feet when you and I see it. But in the 
raw state it’s closer to 30 feet. That 
means that very careful cutting has to 
be done so that no laugh is lost. Joe fre- 
quently works with his cutter on his pic- 
tures. They go into a projection room 
and begin dissecting it. It’s run three or 
four times a day and each time they 
make a little change here and there. A 
red button flashes and the operator stops 
the picture. 

The film editor writes copious notes 
and as soon as he is back in the cutting 
room his scissors go clippety-clip-clip- 
ping over the film. In an hour he phones 
Joe and possibly the director that he is 
ready for another showing. Then they 
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Joe E. Brown prepares that famous mouth for the camera. 
Then to the cutting room will go the film, to follow the 
groove explained in this article. 


take out more — or put back a bit of

Tue biggest difh- 
culty is that Joe does a great deal of his 
stuff spontaneously. His funniest things 
are never written into the script — he 
thinks them up as he goes along. And 
he never does the same thing twice. So 
the film editor has a guessing contest 
with himself. 

Says he to himself: “That’s a grand 
piece of business even if it hasn’t any 
number. Think I'll stick it in there.” 
And he does. These cutters have been 
known to take the opening of a picture 
and stick it in the middle with excellent 
results. 

After 1{ has been boiled down and 
simmered and allowéd to cool, the pic- 


ture is rushed to an out-of-town theater 
to see if it will jell with the public. This 
showing is always surrounded by much 
secrecy. 

Following the last preview—quite often 
they have four or five—the cutter makes 
the composite print. That’s made from 
the finished film after the sound track 
has been put on it—an easy matter be- 
cause the frames in both are numbered 
alike, 

Girls, wearing white gloves which they 
change every hour for fear of injuring 
the master negative, compare the com- 
posite print with the negative to find 
out if they correspond perfectly. Both 
are then shipped to New York and the 
general prints are made there that go to 
the theaters throughout the world, The

When Hollywood wants a sure-fire 
one that will give ticket 


1—A popular star. 
2—A story full of action, nicely

These ingredients are mixed care- 
fully with half a million dollars or 
more and a prayer, and if the mix- 
ture jells the result is a picture such 


as “The General Died at Dawn.” 


For star “The General Died 
Dawn” has Gary Cooper. 

For story it has the adventure of 
a daring young American acting as 


at 


agent for a rebellion against a brutal 


Chinese war lord. 

For romance it has the love story 
of the young man and the daughter 
of the war lord's secret agent. The 
girl is played by the very lovely 


Madeleine Carroll. 


For supporting cast it has Akim 


Tamiroff. formerly of the Moscow 
Art theater; 


Dudley Digges and J. 
M. Kerrigan, both of whom had 
their training with Dublin’s Abbey 
Players; Porter Hall, the Broadway 
stage comedian who has been a vil- 
lain ever since he came to pictures, 
and William Frawley, Paramount's 
most dependable comedian. 

And there isn’t a bad performance 
in the lot. Cooper is convincing in 
a somewhat paradoxical role—that 
of a young man hard-boiled enough 
to be smuggling guns to rebels and 
to sock a charming girl on the jaw, 
yet soft enough to be worrying about 
the sad lot of Chinese peasants. 
The somewhat odd mixture of the 
role is due in part, I suspect, to the 
fact that Clifford Odets wrote the 
screen play. Young Mr. Odets ad- 
mits that he is propagandist who 
takes to heart such things as social 
problems and man’s injustices to 
man. 

Miss Carroll—ah, she is beautiful 
—plays strong drama in her lady 
like British way. And how this 
lovely lady can take it on the chin! 
The scene in which Cooper smacks 
her was shot five times before Di- 
rector Lewis Milestone was satisfied. 

Tamiroff as General Yang has the 
sort of role which would bring joy 
to any actor’s heart. Yang is a 
definite, dominant character, an 
egomaniac. The picture’ revolves 
around him. And Tamiroff squeezes 
the insides out of every line and 
scene. He looks Chinese, for one 
thing; he acts Chinese, for another. 

The characters in this picture 
have more character than is usual. 
Porter Hall (giving a fine perform 
ance) appears as a rat, but he is 
also a human being: he becomes a 
rat through a very human motive, 
desperation. As seems to be Hall's 
cinema lot, he is killed before the 
end of the picture. in a fight with 
Cooper. However, he will get even 
in his next role. in ‘The Plainsman.,”’ 
in which he shoots Cooper 


The mortality rate of “The Gen 
eral Died at Dawn” is both high and 
dramatic. Hall is shot Lee Tung 
Foo, one of the minor plavers, is 


tortured to death. Kerrizan is shot 
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Frawley is popped on the head with 
a gun butt. Tamiroff is stabbed. 
And the members of an entire troop 
of soldiers, the general's personal 
guard, climax the carnage by form- 
ing a double line and letting go at 
each other with pistols. 

Yet the picture is not blood and 
thunder. The deaths are handled 
deftly, casually and quickly. I im- 
agine that any number of children 
can see the picture without losing 
sleep or killing a single playmate. 

Much of the picture’s action takes 
place on a train and on Generai 
Yan's junk. Cooper is captured on 
the train, in a trap set by Hall and 
baited with Miss Carroll, his daugh- 
ter. Cooper is held prisoner, twice, 
on the junk, and all the fatalities 
excepting Hall oecur there. 

A real train was used for the rail- 
way sequences, shot in the San Fer- 
nando Valley; tracks were borrowed 
from a railroad company. Director 
Milestone had some difficulty get- 
ting one shot in which the train 
was stopped by a barricade. His 
first barricade was knocked down by 
@ passenger train which the rail- 
road company had forgotten to 
mention. 

Without being a great picture, 
“The Genera! Died at Dawn” is good 
entertainment, well directed, well 
acted and beautifully photographed. 


‘‘“Give Me Your Heart’”’ 


A fine and sensitive treat- 
ment of the stage play, “Sweet 
Aloes.” Recommended. Warner 
Brothers. 


Too seldom does Hollywood turn 
out so honest a piece of adult enter 
tainment as Warner Brothers has 
produced in “Give Me Your Heart.” 
adapted from the play “Sweet 
Aloes.” It is not a perfect picture, 
but it admits some of the facts of 
human existence, including’ the 
usually neglected verity that mature 
people are complex beings who do 
not always react to their emotions 
like an infant with colic. 

The picture is particularly note- 
worthy because it had to overcome 
more difficulties than a producer is 
generally willing to tussle with. The 
story, of a woman who gives up her 
child to the invalid wife of the 
child's father, is static. She leaves 
England for America, marries and 
suffers—not nobly, thank heaven, 
but normally. Finally she sees the 
child, together with the titled father 
and his wife, and she is cured. 

This is psychological drama, an 
excellent thing on the stage but 
usually a misfit on the screen. But 
so deftly is it directed and _. por- 
trayed that it becomes absorbing en- 
tertainment. 

The gap between beginning and 
end is filled by that old dramatic 
device, the confidant who maneu 
vers the other players and then 
steps aside to watch the results of 
his handiwork. (In Mauve Decade 
drama he was usually known as 
“good old Charlie.)

Thompson 
questioned him closely on this. The 
corporal kept saying he couldn't 
understand how the canoe couid 
have tipped over in the manner 
Sherman described. The suspect 
became involved in contradictions, 
but stuck to the main details. Fi- 
nally they left him alone for a 
while. When dinner was ready Mc- 
Carthy came to him and suggested 
that he eat something. 

Sherman went down with the lieu- 
tenant. After he had seated him- 
self, he looked around uneasily, hes- 


itated, tried to smile, and finally 
blurted: 
“Fellows, there’s something I 


want to tell you. I suppose you'll 
laugh at me, but I deliberately tip- 
ped over that canoe with the inten 
tion of killing my wife.” 

In his confession he said that, 
after paddling around for a while, 
they parked on his father’s land 
for about three-quarters of an hour. 
He paddled for about 100 feet north 
from his father’s land, then turned 
west, and went about 200 or 300 
feet. At this point he tipped the 


canoe. 
“I then thought of saving my 
wife,” he said, “but lost my nerve 


and thought only of saving myself. 
I turned around in the water to get 
away from the hold that my wile 
had on the shoulder of my shirt. 
She sank immediately after I push- 
ed her away. 

“IT remained there and saw the 
bubbles and this was the last | saw 
of my wife’s body. I was trying 
to take my shoes off when I pushed 
her away. After she sank one shoe 
was off and the other was partly 
on. I pulled that one off. I went 
over to the canoe and got the front 
end under my arm and swam in to 
the shore.” 

He said that the reason for killing 
his wife was his infatuation for 
Esther Magill. “I had thought that 
if my plans to get rid of my wife 
were successful I would propose 
marriage to Esther,’ he explained, 
adding that he deeply regretted 
what he had done. 

Alice Dudley Sherman was buried 
on July 23. Her mother and Sher 
man’s mother sobbed and embraced 
over the grave. Before the inte) 
ment there was a service at the First 
Congregational church, then an 
other brief service in the Congrega 
tional Church at Douglas. Mrs. 
Faith Smith, who often sang: duets 
with Newell, sang “Nearer My Sa 
vior, Nearer to Thee,” and the Rev 


Randolph Hill praved, “Lord, Thou 
turnest men to destruction. We ark 
hee, O God, protect the innocent.”

Will Ask America 
to Take the Mike 


These down to earth, human interest 
programs we've been hearing these past 
two years—the amateurs, and the people's 
courts and the audience interviewers— 
have been setting records. 


Phillips Lord’s show, which we will be 
hearing over NBC come Sunday, Oct. 11, 
is the last word. He got a sponsor to buy 
a half-hour of network time and turn it 
over to America and he and the sponsor 
are going to let America do just about 
what it wants with the 30 minutes. With 
one reservation. We can’t just sit back 
and leave it blank. 

It isn’t going to be an amateur pro- 
gram, or anything like that. It’s going 
to be a show which will reflect the 
strange, humorous dramatic life that is 
America, Phil and the sponsors are go- 
ing to select a radio committee made up 
probably of a small boy, a cab driver, 
a newspaper man, an artist’s model, a 
scrub woman and a banker. Then they 
are going to ask everyone in America 
who has a story to tell or an opinion to 
deliver or a load to get off the chest 
to write in to this committee for time on 
the show. The committee will read the 
letters and select those that look good; 
to the writers of these letters they will 
allot time on the show and money for 
transportation to and from New York. 
The committee will then tell Lord and 
the sponsors what to expect. And Lord 
and the sponsors will again draw a full 
breath, 

The possibilities look pretty fair, too. 
Lord gave me an idea of some of the 
things that might come through. 

Lord says he’s been playing around 
with the idea for a long time, but that 
it was only last month that it really took 
enough shape so that he’d go out and 
sell the thing. 


Gate Crashers 


CBS has been having a lot of trouble 
with gate-crashing in the play houses 
that house its programs. More _ than 
50,000 people watch radio shows every 
week in New York and there must be 
twenty times that many who would like 
to get in. Some of these use astounding 
methods of getting into one of the con- 
verted theaters. 

The supreme example was the fellow 
who played hob with one of the CBS 
studio theaters for more than a month. 
Came in whenever he had a mind to. He 
did it differently each time: by posing as 
a musician, valet, messenger, plumber, 
electrician or sound effects man, and 
each time he left a polite little note for 
the manager telling him what he had 
done. The manager finally gave him a 
season pass, just to keep from being 
bothered by the correspondence—and the 
chap thereupon quit coming.

Ed Thorgensen, who once was one of 
NBC's bright young announcers, will re- 
turn to the air early next month as a 
football commentator on a Saturday night 
series over Columbia that will also fea- 
ture Kay Kyser’s orchestra. 

When Thorgensen was with NBC, 
which was about four years ago, he was 
known as Thundering Ed. That was be- 
cause he roared the commercials on one 
program he did so loudly that musicians 
sitting mear him were forced to duck. 

Thorgensen didn’t quit radio because 
of the nickname the boys gave him. Fox 
Movietone offered him a job as combi- 
nation production man and sports com- 
mentator and he’s been doing it ever 
since. You probably see him often at 
your neighborhood movie house. Ford 
Bond is the only announcer left in radio 
who can rightfully carry on the thunder- 
ang tradition.

Tells the Secret 
of Getting Laughs 


I ran into Harry Einstein the other 
day and we had quite a talk about Eddie 
Cantor, for whom he will again become 
Parkyakarkas next Sunday over CBS. 
Harry is pretty tond of Eddie—always 
tells stories about him—but in between 
times, he will say a word or two about 
himself—if pressed. 

Anyway, until Cantor dug Einstein up, 
the ex-advertising executive’s Greek dia- 
lect was little more than a stunt. Now 
it’s a business, and such a good one that 
even the Greeks like him tremendously. 
He gets flocks of fan letters from them 
and has even met one or two while nos- 
ing around for material. He can man- 
age a conversation for awhile in straight 
Greek, he says, but always manages to 
break away before the going gets too 
tough. 

“One reason they like me,” he goes 
on, after talking about how they like 
Eddie, “is that I never deal in person- 
alities.

“The way we work it is this: Cantor 
is the smart guy and I’m the dummy. 
But every once in a while I wake up 
and set the bright boy back on his heels 
with a clever answer. It’s a sound pat- 
iern. ‘The more we do it, the more laughs 
we get.” 

When Harry first started his climb in 
popularity—he has been listed as one of 
the most popular comedians on the arr, 
even though he ts properly only a stooge 
—he had a bit of a tough time. Other 
Greek dialecticians declared, without minc- 
ing their words at all, that they were 
the originators of the dialect and should 
share any fame any of the users thereof 
receive.

A N EASY target for 


criticism is the product of the film 
industry. However, most of the film 
critics forget that not everyone goes 
to a show prepared to find fault or 
seek boners in the plot, acting, and 
photography. 

People pay from 15 to 75 cents 
to enjoy a picture and nothing 
more. To forget, if for even a few 
hours, the humdrumness of their 
daily existence. People like fairy 
tales—in books and films. Roman- 
ticism, that’s its name in literature. 
Critics don’t know this; perhaps 
because they don’t pay to get in the 
theater. 

Most people don’t give a hoot 
whether the story is hackneyed, 
the players not up to Duse and 
Drew standards, the situations un- 
real. There is usually one incident, 
one piece of acting, which repays 
the spectator for his price of ad- 
mission. 

After all, one man’s poison is an- 
other’s meat. And remember that 
the movies have one of the largest 
clientele in the country. That clien- 
tele is great even in this day of the 
radio. (Sometimes it is a blessing 
to substitute an evening of screen 
entertainment for one of an end- 
less parade of American super- 
products such as liver pills, gaso- 
line, patent drugs and soaps which 
do everything but leap up and 
wash dishes.) 

The customer doesn’t care what 
critics say about pictures. He 
goes- whether the films receive 
good, bad, or indifferent notices. 
Which is as it should be. And 
Hollywood keeps on making these 
pictures. Amen.

Now the simplest lines from that 
tragic voice haunt me for days, 
and I believe if she played a hilari- 
ous comedy I should sit and weep. 
A short time ago a director wanted 
a Jezebel. I wanted to write this 
director and tell him I could put 
my finger on her, and would lay a 
bet that she could play the part to 
perfection, but I might have been 
mobbed for disloyalty, or worse 
still, gotten no attention, because 
she is a very popular and beautiful 
young woman, reputably generous 
and kind, and has thousands of ar- 
dent admirers. But to me her voice 
has an underlying cruelty even in 
her most sympathetic roles, and I 
cannot, even though I've _ tried, 
actually like her. 

Then there are some very grand 
actors who sometimes play very 
mean parts. One in particular, 
though he may vow the most vil- 
lainous vengeance upon his victim, 
makes me want to say, “Oh, come 
now, you are really not as bad as 
that.” 

Now I wonder, and can anyone 
tell me, because I can’t possibly 
arrange to get out there and meet 
all the folks and find out about 
their real dispositions, can a good 
actor entirely hide a wicked nature 
or conceal a kind one? 

There is Herbert Marshall who 
goes on and on. He isn’t so virile 
any more and seems a little wearied 
with it all, but that swect some- 
thing in his voice keeps us women 
forever going to see him. That's 
the secret. And now I shall finish 
by telling the names of my most 
favorite voices of the screen. Fred- 
ric. March (finest actor in movie- 
dom—I shall never recover from 
Lord Bothwell), Charles Boyer, 
Leslie Howard, Gary Cooper and 
Robert Taylor. What about Clark 
Gable? I'm terribly sorry, because 
I like him immensely and he is a 
perfectly grand looking fellow, but 
that rough, uncouth something in 
his voice drops him below high 
level for me. 

Among the women, Garbo and 
Grace Moore, and how different 
are these two voices! Miss Moore's 
speaking voice thrills me as much 
as her great singing. A close sec- 
ond is Norma Shearer (my favor- 
ite actress because she has every- 
thing), Myrna Loy, Rosalind Rus- 
sell, Jeanette MacDonald and little 
Jean Arthur, Jean, for that pitiful 


little quality that goes to your 
heart. And I have a claim on 
Myrna Loy. The first time I heard 


her voice, I said to myself “That 
girl will be along in time,” and she 
was, though it took some time be- 
fore directors saw more in her than 
an unusual beauty.
